•.gold standard bearer. The Hardin 
men, although Hardin is a free-silver 
advocate, will put up Judge William 
fceckner, 
of •. Winches ter, a gold man, 


for temporary chairman, while the 
Clay followers will select for the place 
W. S. Stone, of l&ona county. 


The ball was set rolling yesterday 


afternoon, when the convention to 
nominate a railroad commissioner for 
the second district met. 
Robert J. 


Breckinridge, a brother of W. C. P. 
Breckinridge, and a silver man, was 
elected temporary chairman, and the 
temporary organization was made per- 
manent. 


There was little.that was significant 


about yesterday's convention. 
The 


office of railroad commissioner pays 
but S2,'000 a year, yet a whole after- 
noon was consumed in speech-making 
and organization of a convention to 
name him.. The railroad commission- 
ers were formerly named by the gov- 
ernor. George H. Alexander was the 
choice of yesterday's convention. 


Last night the rotundas of all the 


hotels were full of delegates, and they 
are still coming1 in on every train. All 
candidates for gubernatorial honors 
have opened headquarters, but it is 
now conceded that the fight is between 
two only, Cassius M. Clay, Jr., of 
Bourbon county, and P. Wott Hardin, 
of Franklin county. Both claim their 
nomination on the first ballot, bat it 
is alleged that should the Hardin men 
fail to win on the initial ballot they 
are beaten. In any case the aspect, 
looked at from an entirely impartial 
standpoint, is not bright for the silver 
men. 


Still many changes mny yet be 


made, and thoie who have the inter- 
est of the white metal at heart have 
bv no means given up the fight. On 
the other hand, they are more hope- 
ful of victory than ever. Senator J. C. 
8. Blackburn, whose political crreer 
will be for awhile, at least, inter- 
rupted, should free silver fall in tbe 
coming battle, is here and is working 
like a beaver for the pale metal. His 
most formidable opponent, .lames B. 
McCreary, who stands committed for 
gold, as Blackburn does for silver, 
is straining every nerve to have a gold 
plank in the platform. 
Should he suc- 


ceed, he will in all probability be the 
next senator from Kentucky. There 
are other candidates for the place on a 
gold platform, but Mr. McCreary is far 
in the lead of all of them. As between 
Clay and Hardin for the nomination 
for governor, it looked at a late hour 
last night as if the Clay men had 
slightly the better of the situation.

Protection's Object Lesson. 


In the readjustment, of wages in the 


realm of metal production it may be 
noted that the wages of 12.000 tin plate 
workers and 20,000 steel sheet workers 
have been adjusted. 
The steel sheets 


are used as the basis for tin plate. Not 
a pound of tin plate was produced in 
this country before the McKinley tariff 
act fixed a duty high enough to protect 
our people in putting the industry on 
its feet. The entire free trade Demo- 
cracy was opposed to that duty on tin 
plate and did all in their power to bring 
it into disfavor among our people and in 
the campaign of 1892 claimed that not 
B pound of American tin plate was pro- 
duced and yet in spite of this un-Ameri- 
can opposition the McKinley tariff oper- 
ated to establish that new industry 
in America and at this time according 
to the foregoing figures 32,000 men have 
found employment, in a new industry 
which owes its existence to a protective 
tariff. These 32,000 men counting five 
to each family represent 160,000 souls 
who get a living out of tho American tin 
plate industry. This means 160,000 con- 
sumers for our farm products and pa- 
trons of American merchants, American 
schools, churches, physicians, dentists, 
and so on, and they also pay taxes to 
support our institutions. This is proba- 
bly not over half the army of workers 
the tin industry, when expanded to tne 
extent of supplying this market, will af- 
ford. This one 
fact 
alone 
proves 


that protection is in the interest of 
America and that the free trader who 
spoke and wrote and railed and voted 
against the tariff on tin plate, was work- 
ing in the interest of England and 
against tho interests of his own country 
as faithfully as if ho had been hired to 
do it and was working on a good salary. 


Evidently a tariff system which will 


'•beget" new industries and protect es- 
tablished ones is a good thing for the 
United States. The masses have learned 
this, and the party that at any time, un- 
til a new generation comes upon the 
scene that "knows'not Joseph," goes into 
a campaign to "rip up protection by the 
roots" will be ripped up at the polls. 
Hundreds of other industries were es- 
tablished in this country by adequate 
protection, just as the tin industry has 
been, that would never have been estab- 
lished save by protection. The protec- 
tionist believes we should manufacture 
as well as farm. The free trader believes 
Europe should do the manufacturing 
and Americans the farming. 


IT may safely be considered settled 


that the Republicans will declare at 
their national convention foe money 
every dollar of which hae the same pur- 
chasing power as every other dollar. 
This will be equivalent to a declaration 
against the free coinage of silver at the 
rate of 16 to 1, for no intelligent Republi- 
can believes that with free silver coinage 
silver can rise to a par with gold. On 
top of this an honest money man will be 
nominated for president. It may also 
be safely stated that the national Demo- 
cratic convention will not declare in fa- 
vor of free silver coinage at 16 to 1. It 
may straddle the question, but in any 
event a candidate will be nominated who 
is in favor of honest money and one who 
would never sign a free silver bill. 


SAVINGS banks depositors who are 


laboring people and people of moderate 
means have on deposit in this country 
31,700,000,000 to their credit. If they 
should request payment in 50-cent dol- 
lars by voting for free coinage of silver, 
the managers of the savings banks 
would clear 8800,000,000 by the opera- 
tion. Every other bank in [the country 
would clear in the same proportion on 
its deposits. The reason banks oppose 
free coinage is that in the long run hon- 
est money is the only safe money to 
bank on. They can't afford to have a 
currency that would produce "runs" on 
the banks and neither can the people.

The council meeting last night wil

of their property. In all CMOS the rule 
was suspended and the paving ordi- 
nanses at once passed, against the pro- 
test of several aldermen, after the side- 
walk ordinance had been laid over one 
week. After the paving ordinances had 
been passed the objectors concluded to 
reconsider, if votes enough could be 
secured for that purpose. Alderman 
Stratton made the motion and it was 
carried. The rule was then suspended 
and the ordinance passed. The paving 
ordinances |were 
evidently 
burned 


through in anticipation of the new law 
passed by the legislature, which takes 
effect July 1. This law provides thet 
any property owner, which of course in- 
cludes railroad companies, on any street 
ordered to be paved, who may be 
dissatisfied with the assessment of ben 
eflts by the commissioners, may appeal 
and have his benefits determined by a 
jury in the county court. This meant 
indefinite delay in paving any street and 
makes it necessary for the city to await 
the action of every property owner, who 
opposes the paving or who is dissatisfied 
before the contract can be let for the 
paving, which in the opinion of many of 
the aldermen means that after the new 
law takes effect it will be next to impos 
sible to do any paving. This propablj 
accounts for the haste in passing the 
paving ordinances. Under the new law 
the money will all have to be collected 
before the work is begun.

That Street Paving. 


Many and varied opinions have to-day 


been expressed in relation to the paving 
ordered by the city council at its meet- 
ing last night. That feature of the or- 
dinances which provides that the entire 
cost of the paving, including intersec- 
tions of streets and alleys, shall be prc- 
rated against the property abutting on 
the streets, has been most generally 
discussed. The discussion in the coun- 
cil touching that provision of the ordi- 
nances has not been fully reported in 
the proceedings and it may be of 
interest to those who are concerned 
in the matter to know what the argu- 
ments in favor of the proposition were. 
The object, which has been stated in the 
report of the proceedings, was to paes 
the paving ordinances before the new 
law takes effect, and the city council did 
not feel that the city should go to the 
expense of paying for the intersections at 
this time, and unless the ordinances were 
so drawn that the property owners pay 
it the work could not be done. It is 
claimed that for better fire protection 
someof the streets, at least, named in the 
ordinances ought to be paved at the earli- 
est possible moment which will be im- 
possible under the new law.asitestimated 
that under it, to get ready to begin the 
work of paving any street, when one or 
more property owners are opposed to the 
improvement, and there are always some 
in every instance, will require at least a 
year. At the meeting of the council last 
night when an alderman objected to re- 
quiring property owners to pay for paving 
the intersection it was explained by one or 
two aldermen that the provision for pav- 
ing the streets 33 feet instead of 40 feet 
would be cheaper for the property own- 
ers than a 35 or 40-foot street would be, 
if the city paid for paving the intersec- 
tions. From this it would appear that 
the city council considered, in the pass- 
age of the ordinances, the effect of the 
new law, the condition of the city's 
finances and the interests of the prop- 
erty owners. 


There was no disagreement in the 


council as to the demand for these im- 
provements. The only difference was as 
to the propriety of requiring property 
owners to bear the expense of paving 
the intersections and the time the ordi- 
nances should be passed.

A FEARFUL STORN 


Play* Havoc In and Around Owcnsboro, 


Kentucky. 


OWENBBOJIO, Ky., June 25.—A fearful 


storm passed over this section of the 
country yesterday afternoon about 2 
o'clock. No serious damage was done 
in this city, other than the destruc- 
tion of many shade trees. 


Near Rome, this county, a mare and 


colt were beaten down and drowned 
or suffocated by the wind and rain. 


Six miles east of here a tornado 


raged toward the southwest, destroy- 
ing trees, crops and ferries in its path 
of nearly a mile wide. One dozen tel- 
egraph poles were snapped off, and all 
communication east of here is cut off. 
In some instances trees two feet in 
diameter were blown across the rail- 
road tracks. No news of any deaths 
or injuries to people has been received. 
The wheat crop is ruined where it was 
not cut.

Bono*. June 25.—Capt. Donovan, of 


the British steamer Ely, which ar- 
rived yesterday from Banes, Cuba, re- 
ports:

Banes, Capt. Donovan was in conver- 
sation with Frank P. E. Woodward, 
who claimed to be the war correspond- 
ent of the New York Morning Journal. 
He stated that be was without funds 
and had loat his pasaporU. Woodward 
was placed under surveillance

given a chance to lay his ease before 
the United States consul at that place. 
Woodward had just come from the 
camp of the insurgents, a short dis- 
tance in the interior and claimed that 
they had fully 11,000 men there, well 
armed and equipped. Woodward was 
anxious to return to New York, and 
desired Capt. Uonovan to report the 
predicament he was in. 


Capt. Donovan says that the senti- 


ment of the Inhabitants of the eastern 
part of Cuba are all in favor of the in- 
surgents. 
Capt. Donovan savs Woodward was 


•rrested while on board the Ely where 
he was negotiating with the captain 
for passage for America. Woodward 
had in his possession at the time a 
large bundle of manuscript notes, de- 
tailing the strength and movements 
of the rebels. The Spaniards took 
possession of these papers, but Wood- 
ward is confident that they will be 
obliged to return them after he arrives 
•t Gibara, where he intends to 
secure the protection of the British 
consul in case he cannot reach the 
American consul. 
He will use the 


most strenuous effort to prevent a trial 
by court-martial, and he desires Capt. 
Donovan to immediately notify the 
press of the United States of his peril- 
ous position, so as to bring the matter 
to the notice of the state department, 
for he fears that the papers which 
have fallen into the hands of the 
Spaniards will be used against him. 


The Spaniards, it is understood, are 


going to charge him with being an offi- 
cer in the rebel ranks, who was try- 
ing to escape to the United States. 


There was a rumor In Banes before 


the Ely left that the New York Herald 
and some other United States corre- 
spondents had been arrested by the 
Spaniards in the vicinity of Santiago 
de Cuba. 
The authorities have or- 


dered all correspondents to leave the 
country immediately.

It may become possi- 
ble to make perfect dollars by the coin- 
age of 16 to 1. 
"Under existing law, th« secretary 


of the treasury Of the United States, 
at the beginning of each quarter, pro- 
claims to the customhouse officials of 
the country the value o£ foreign coins 
in American currency.

lowed their fancies to run wild in pic- 
turing the alleged charms of the mod- 
ern girl in a bathing strife.

own, touching the water first with the 
mints of the fingers and cleaving the 
urface with the body. The correct 
position before taking a di»e Is shown 
n the famous statuette, 'The Diver' 
which is* now made In plaster »nd 
sold on the corners by the street vend- 
rs. The incorrect or flat dive is the 
one oftenest seen. It consists in fall- 
ing from a raft or a spring board 
against the surface of the water, the 
body entering with a thud. Itisarery 
dangerous proceeding, as the body sus- 
tains a shock that is not at all trifling, 
but many women go on 'diving' In this 
fashion for years, and Imagine they are 
experts." 
More women have learned to swim at 


gymnasiums and private swimming 
schools during the past month or so 
than ever before. This is one of the 
results of the great feminine craze for 
athletics, and it is a good one. Swim- 
ming has become a fad, and it will, 
therefore, be more popular this sum- 
mer than any other of women's sports. 
Even little children are sent to swim- 
ming instructors nowadays, and will be 
the more proficient from the fact that 
they have begun the lessons at an early 
age. 
A capital arrangement which is a 


combination of b life saver and a 
swimming teacher can be made at 
home with a strip of heavy muslin and 
a pail of corks. Take some strong 
muslin and make two oblong bags. 
These must be filled with corks and at- 
tached to a band which goes around 
the body just under the arms. It must 
be made very tight and fastened by 
shoulder straps, else if it were to loosen 
and get down about the feet the wearer 
would surely drown. The cork bags 
are attached wing fashion to the broad 
band. The wearer may then He flat on 
the water and will soon discover that 
by no possibility can she sink or take 
herself under water. The minute that 
she gets confidence und finds that she 
doesn't fill her mouth, nose and ears 
with water, she will begin to strike out 
with the arms and legs. In this way a 
girl can easily learn to carry herself 
about on water of any depth, but it will 
be some time before she can acquire 
the proper, and most advantageous 
stroke. The first stroke to learn is the 
one which carries the swimmer tha 
greatest distance. This is made by 
placing the elbows againht the ribs and 
putting the palms of the hands to- 
gether on the chest so that the tips of 
the middle fingers just touch the chin. 
Then, with a slow movement, the hands 
should be parted and as they separate 
should form small basins whioh first 
force the water from directly in front 
of you and then gradually push it out 
diagonally. The arras ore then slowly 
drawn in until they meet at the chest 
again, the slower the motion the more 
perfect and easier it is to get, and fully 
four seconds should be allowed each 
stroke when beginning. The leg move- 
ment is much more easy to acquire, aa 
it consists simply in drawing up the 
limbs and pushing them out, being care- 
ful that they keep time with the motion 
of the hands. 
The suit advocated for swimming is 


a once-picce garment of light-weight 
material, similar in shape to the union 
undergarment, but with trousers end- 
ing at the knee, and short sleeves. This 
gives a freedom of motion which is de- 
nied by the skirted bathing suits. The

Occasionally he 
did—always modestly and courteously, 
and never except in unusual and obscure 
proceedings; and when he did invoke 
such assistance he only discussed the 
leading lines of such work, and always 
executed, in his own way and with uni- 
form correctness, the details of the duty. 


In his private life, blameless: in his 


personal relations, pleasant and agree- 
able; in hm official position attentive, 
accommodating and skillful; in every 
station, public or private, unquestion- 
ably honorable and fearless; a loving 
son and brother; a kind and affectionate 
father and husband; a modest and 
retiring citizen, thoroughly conversant 
with all his duties, and possessing ex- 
cellent practical judgment, Henry Mc- 
Clelland endeared himself to all with 
whom he came in contact. 
To the members of the bar his death 


is a sad affliction and a severe loss-. He 
never failed when duty demanded on- 
usual activity; nothing could induce 
him to depart from the strict and honor- 
able line mairked out by the law. Law- 
yers trusted, him' implicitly, and relied 
with unwavering confidence upon his 
skill and ability. We were his personal 
friends, and regarded him with that sin- 
cere affection and respect which arise be- 
tween men closely connected in impor- 
tant business transactions.

death inflicts unusual Borrows, our sin- 
cere sympathy, and the assurance that 
we mourn with them the loss of their 
relative and our friend. 
We respectfully recommend that this 


memorial be spread at large upon the 
records of the circuit court of Macon 
county, and that there be made two en- 
grossed copies, one to be presented to 
the widow and the other to the father 
and mother of deceased.
